His management of the railroad 
controversy has put a premium on the strike ‘and on 
politics in unionism. It has discredited arbitration 
and weakened the hands of every labor leader who is 
disinterested enough and farseeing enough to seek 
peaceful adjustment of differences rather than the 
vensational hero-making-alid-breaking methods of the 
strike. It has breJ‘ false hopes, encouraged wrong 
methods, and done the worst injury both to labor and 
to the public which we have suffered in our indus- 
trial affairs since our period of the public-be-damned 
corporate tyrant was in its heyday.
